Elisabeth Sladen talks about her life, her career, and over three 
decades of playing the one and only Sarah Jane Smith...

t's a Thursday afternoon and I'm 
in Studio 2 at Upper Boat Studios 
just outside Cardiff. The Sarah 
Jane Adventures’ producer, Nikki 
Wilson, is suddenly laughing 
her head off and nobody knows 
why. Still chuckling, Nikki points 
at the monitor in front of her

Sitting some distance away from us are the 
two Blathereen actors, Paul Kasey and Ruari 
Mears. Both are in full costume but with their 
heads off gratefully bathing in the cold air that is 
being blasted at them from the air conditioning 
unit in front of them. 

"Today is a busy day for Lis as she is in all the 
scenes being shot along with the two Blathereen. 


$ like to be really, really solid on my spe 


: I snatch the moments between set-ups and 


during Blathereen close-ups to talk to her. 
Despite the pressure, she is very relaxed. She 


: rarely refers to her script throughout the day but 
} the delivery of her lines is always word perfect. 
1 She leaps up mid-conyersation the moment she 
i is called to set and seconds later is locked in a 


stranglehold with one of the orange creatures 


: or threatening them with a vinegar gun. It’s а 
1 remarkable gear change and I wonder how she 
+ manages it. 


"That's all about knowing what the scene 


¦ you were coming from was, what was the pace 
i ofthe scene before. That can be difficult when 
i you don't know what the pace was because you 
i film out of order. So, I try to learn the whole 


story up front. As I get towards the end of the 


i series, I have a bit of gridlock! The night before 


I usually try to hone it, just pick things in it and 


1 mail it a bit more; But as you get nearer the end 
you're kind of walking behind yourself a little bit, 


1 get ahead halfway through and then all of a 
sudden go down on a water slide.” 

It's easy to forget that as well as long shooting 
days, actors also have to find time to learn their 


1 lines and work on their performance, 


“Everyone has their different way of learning 
things," she says. "Im not a quick learner.

working with her. I've experienced first hand 
Lis’ professionalism, attention to detail and 
inventiveness behind a microphone and it's good 
to see her at work in front of a camera, And this 
time, I can just sit back and watch while director 
Alice Troughton keeps an eye on the clock and 
works hard to keep the shoot on schedule despite 
all the technical challenges that a series like The 
Sarah Jane Adventures brings with it. 


“We have two directors this year. So that’s been. : 
hard for the production side,” explains Lis, sitting : 


in the chair next to me in front of the Blathereen 
spaceship set. Joss Agnew would do Episodes 1 
and 2, then he would go away and prep on 5 and 
6 while Alice came in with 3 and 4. She'd finish 
that and we'd be on Joss’ 5 and 6. So, when you 
think you've got the same camera and same 
lighting... Everyone's in it together. I'm Monday 
to Friday. They have to do every other Saturday, 
working on a prep and a tone. That's hard. Same 
costume, same make-up. Everyone's feeling it 
today, 1 think.”

= and Lis bounces away to take her position 

on set for the next scene. The morning passes 
quickly with few chances for Lis and 1 to really 
talk. It's not until lunch time when I join Lis for 
tea in her trailer, just outside studio 2 ,that I get 
a chance to turn my recorder on again. Although 
watched by many adults, myself included, The 
Sarah Jane Adventures is essentially a children's 
programme and I wonder if that alters the way 
Lis approaches her performance? 

“No. It's Play for Today for me. Every single 
time,” she responds with a laugh, turning off the 
kettle and splashing boiling water into two mugs. 
“You approach everything the same, It's the same 
with Doctor Who, It's an adventure yarn. We're 
not sending messages. It's a great big adventure, 
You play the scene but you try to jig it up a bit 
because it isn't reality. You have a reality in it 
and then you take that extra step into the great 


unknown. You have to suspend disbelief. If youre. : 


not careful, you could reason things out to the 
point where you don't have a programme. You 
could be so reasonable about it that it wouldn't 
be exciting. Like the scene we're doing with the 
Blathereen today, it's a reality and you play it to 
the hilt. You can't be mealy mouthed about it. 
You've got to go for it sometimes.” 

With The Sarah Jane Adventures, Lis is the star 
of her own show, rather than simply the Doctor's 


companion as she had been in Doctor Who. But is : 


Lis concerned that Sarah should not just be seen 
as replacement Doctor figure? 

“I'm not playing an alien, So, 1 like to be 
seen to make mistakes as the character. She's 
still trying to get it right, but you're allowed to 
make mistakes because you're not all-seeing, all 
wonderful. The Sarah 1 used to play, which was 
fun, where you could leap first and think later... 
It was the Doctor's hand who pulled you back 
and said ‘Oh-oh! Dont go there.’ But now... 
I'm not allowed to scream in The Sarah Jane 
Adventures. The kids scream. I'm the responsible 


one. I have to think before I leap because I take 
them into an area of danger. And there is that 
kind of responsibility on the show that we have 
to look out for. You have to be responsible about 
guns and shooting people.” 

Clearly Lis cares a great deal about Sarah and 
knows the character inside out. With that in 
mind, I ask Lis if she had any direct input into 
the script: 

"Yes, I've said that next year we'll have a 
health farm and could we go somewhere nice 
and warm," she laughs, but of course she's not 
serious. "Alice is very good. If there's something 
that I'm not comfortable with, I'll say why and 
usually it turns out that we've both not been 
totally happy with whatever it is. Either it's not 
necessary or it doesn't quite mean anything or 
sometimes taking it out makes it tighter. We're 
quite flexible once we're on set and the last word 
will go to Nikki, our producer, who is usually 
more on the ball than we are. Today there was a 
line that Sarah says to herself and there was the 
word ‘funny’ in front of it, and you don't need 
that because you can show that with your face. 

“We do talk about where we're going with each 
season. We have a producer chat over a meal and 
talk about things that 1 would like to see. They 
are always very good... Where do you think she 
would go? What stage do you think she's at?

We do that even though 
1 don't look at the actual 
kind of stories that we do. 
The actual feel of it, we 
discuss together and we 

usually coincide, Production 
and Russell and myself... 
we think the same. It brings 
an air of support. There's 
nothing you're really fighting 
against at all. It's about the 
feel of a season and being 
comfortable with wherever it 
will go within that field.” 

At that moment, Lis is 
called into make-up to prepare 
for the afternoon's shoot. She's 
required on set for almost the 
entire duration and it becomes 
clear that I'm not going to 
get any further opportunity to talk. Lis is deeply 
apologetic but, of course, 1 understand that 
making the actual show is rather more important 
than chatting to me. 


е reconvene a few days later. 
Series Three of Sarah Jane 
Adventures has wrapped and 
Lis is back home in London, 
still coming down from the 
rollercoaster ride of production and catching 
up with the rest of her life that has had to be 
put on hold whilst she becomes Sarah Jane 
for three months. This time, I begin our 
conversation by taking Lis right back to the 
earlier days of her acting career. We are 
familiar with Sarah Jane, but in fact Lis has 
played a great many other roles and had an 
extensive and varied career even before she 
joined Jon Pertwee as his companion in 1973. 
“1 was mainly into theatre. 1 had to move 
to London. I'd just done a second season 
with [Alan] Ayckbourn at Scarborough and 
Brian (Miller, Lis’ husband] and I had both 
done the first season together. He was playing 
William Featherstone in How the Other Half 
Loves, which was Alan's second successful 
play. Brian was on tour with it before it went 
into town. But when it was in Scarborough, 
ar before, I played the wife who was a 
y-year-old, menopausal bitch. As I was 22 
at the time, good, bad or indifferent, there 
was no way I was going to get the part for the 
London show, I think I might have stayed up 
North forever. I was really happy in Manchester. 
You had a lovely circle to go around. You had 
theatre, you had Leeds, Alfred Bradley, BBC 
Radio, and you had Granada down the road. 
It was a great Mecca, and I think it still is. 
I think the Exchange had just come along as 
well. I just loved Manchester and also it was near 
Liverpool, my home town, and it was easy to get 
up to Birmingham where Brian's family are. So, 
the necessity of moving to London was Brian 
getting a job in the West End. I had no agent 
in Manchester — I didn’t want one. I had an agent 
who came up to see something who said ‘When 
you come to London, I would be interested. 
So, instead of being a big fish in a little pond, 
I became a very small fish in an enormous pond. 
“I think we slept on a friend's floor for a few 
months because we just didn't know where to 
go or what to do, then we found this flat that 
we liked. I did Stephen Poliakoff's first play, 
Pretty Boy, at the Royal Court with Michael 
Pennington. 1 got an agent and I did six months 
in The Philanthropist at the Mayfair theatre. It was 
understudying a small part. 


“So, other than going into a West End play, 
I turned my sights to telly, I did one Doomwatch,

He was far too 
intelligent to be an actor! And Tom and lan got 
on so well. So, it actually gave me more space. 

1 think it was more problematic for the writers, 
which was why he wasn't in so many. They 
couldn't find stuff for us to share. But 1 loved it 
when lan was with us because we had a lot of 
fun. Тап gives a lovely performance.

This 
diminutive, abducting alien had been created by 
Gareth in 2005 for the interactive Doctor Who 
video adventure Attack of the Graske. Gareth liked 
the idea of a story in which Sarah Jane had not 
existed to fight all her battles, but one character 
= Maria - had been left behind from the original 


timeline with a memory 
of her. The story found 
favour with Matthew Bouch who saw it as very 


Future, and as such it was scheduled as Episodes 
7and 8. 

It was known by early 2007 that Block Two 
of The Sarah Jane Adventures - which would 
comprise only Episodes 7 and 8 — was to be 
handled by director Graeme Harper. Graeme had 
been a junior member of the production team 
on Doctor Who in the 19605, and had been a 
production assistant on the 1976 story The Seeds 
of Doom when he worked with Elisabeth Sladen. 
Since then, Graeme had directed on many 
Series, including Doctor Who as far back as The 
Caves of Androzani in 1983, and more recently 
had returned to the BBC Wales series handling 
numerous episodes, most recently 42 and Utopia. 
The Tone Meeting was held at Upper Boat on 
the morning of Wednesday 2 May, after which 
à recee and a production meeting were held on 
the morning and afternoon of Saturday 12 May.

One immediate change for the series was 
that the character of Maria would not appear 
throughout the second run. The recording planned 
for the spring of 2008 would coincide with 
important GCSE examinations for Yasmin Paige, 
and Yasmin and her family felt that her education 
should come first. “It is tough," explained the 
actress, "but I made the decision because of my 
exams." However, Yasmin would be available 
fora limited time during June which meant that. 
а farewell tale to open the new series would be 
Scheduled for the second block of the new year. 

At the start of planning the series, Russell 
TT Davies, Julie Gardner, Phil Ford and Gareth 
Roberts spent two days discussing possible ideas 
and themes, as well as devising a replacement 
character for Maria who would be introduced in 
the second storyline of the year. For his opening 
story, Phil was keen to tackle the Sontarans, 
Previously referred to in Eye of the Gorgon. Since 
then, the aliens had appeared in the Doctor Who 
episodes The Sontaran Stratagem and The Poison 
Sky, recorded during October and November for 
transmission the following spring. As such, the 
re-use of props and costumes for a Sontaran would 
be cost-effective. Phils story could also build upon 
the race's established mythology. Although the 
serial would be a partial sequel to the Doctor Who 
tale, Russell was very keen that The Sarah Jane 
Adventures should be a series in its own right, 
which should not be reliant on its parent show. The 
use of the Sontarans was cleared with the estate 
of their creator, Doctor Who scriptwriter and script 
editor Robert Holmes. 

By now it had also been established that while 
Matthew Bouch would remain as the series 


producer, the day-to-day line producer would be 
Nikki Smith. This would allow Matthew to focus 
on other series within his remit, such as producing 
BBC Three's Being Human. Nikki had been the 
Head of Development with BBC Wales and during 
2007 had script-edited The Sontaran Stratagem and 
The Poison Sky. Also joining the team was Gary 
Russell; a life-long Doctor Who devotee, Gary had 
edited Doctor Who Magazine in the 1990s before 
writing both factual and fiction Doctor Who books, 
and producing the audio adventures for Big Finish 


{including the first series of Sarah Jane Smith). In 

2006, he moved to BBC Wales as a script editor, 

with work including the second series of Torchwood. 
Confirmation of the series’ return came on

who had played the part 
on and off for 4o years, 
confirmed his availability, “I was delighted to bring 
back the Brigadier, because he's marvellous and 
Nick Courtney's wonderful," Phil told Doctor Who 
Magazine. 

With the use of Lethbridge-Stewart, a fee was 
paid to writers Mervyn Haisman and Henry 
Lincoln who had devised the character for the 1968 
serial The Web of Fear, while a similar payment 
was again made to the estate of Robert Holmes 
covering the appearance of a Sontaran. 

Nicholas Courtney took on the assignment 
for the spin-off series at five days notice, joining 
the rest of the cast to go through the script on 
Monday 23 June. “It was really a very special 
day when we welcomed Nick to Cardiff to 
attend the readthrough," producer Nil 
Smith commented to DWM. Nicholas 
was reunited with his old friends 
Elisabeth Sladen and director 
Graeme Harper, and already 
knew Daniel Anthony and 
Tommy Knight from when 
they had all been guests 
at the Oncoming 
Storm event.
